News reports about the recent tragic death of a USC student who contracted meningitis 
has raised some questions. Health Services has received a number of calls ^^-^^ 

from students asking for information about meningitis and the availability of / ______ I^-_\__— a 

the meningococcal vaccine (menomune). __ \^"y^C~" \J 

The vaccine can be ordered by Health Services for students at a cost of ($60) 0^/ 

upon request. Call Ext. 2685 (Doheny) or Ext. 4110 (Chalon) to order the vaccine 
and make an appointment. The Center for Disease Control recommends that college 
students who live in resident halls be vaccinated against meningitis if they want to 
decrease their risk of infection. The disease is a rare, but potentially fatal, bacterial 
infection. Once contracted, it progresses very quickly. Also, initially it can be difficult to 
diagnose. Symptoms may include severe headache, fever, stiff neck, rash, nausea, 
vomiting, and lethargy and may resemble the flu. You are urged to seek immediate 
medical attention if you have two or more of these symptoms concurrently. 

It is spread through direct contact with saliva (e.g. kissing, sharing drinking glasses) or 
through droplets of respiratory secretions (e.g. coughing, sneezing). 

Health Services recommends that resident students, particularly freshmen or recent 
transfers, receive the menomune vaccine. Please contact us if you have any other 
questions. You may also visit the American College Health Association's. Web site at 
www.acha.com and click on the meningitis section for more information.

COPING WITH CRISIS 

The devastating tragedy of the recent terrorist attacks on America has effected people in a 
myriad of ways. From grief to horror to outrage, we all have been touched by these life- 
altering events. After a crisis or trauma, people may experience a variety of emotional, 
cognitive, physical and behavioral symptoms of stress. Although people respond to crises 
differently, there are common reactions that accompany crises and it is important to take 
care of yourself so that your symptoms do not overwhelm you. The following is a list of 
some typical responses and suggested coping strategies. Remember that these are normal 
reactions to abnormal events and that you may go through in varying degrees and 
stages. 

Physical Reactions 

-Fatigue -Exaggerated startle response 

-Insomnia or hypersomnia -Headaches, back pain, 

-Changes in appetite -Nausea, stomach aches 

-Nightmares -Trembling 

Cognitive Reactions 
-Poor concentration -Difficulty making decisions 

-Flashbacks of disturbing images -Intrusive thoughts 

-Memory problems -Decreased problem-solving abilities 

Emotional Reactions 
-Shock, denial, numbness -Survivor guilt 

-Grief, sadness, depression -Mood swings 

-Outbursts of anger &. irritability -Feeling helpless, hopeless 

-Fear, anxiety, panic -Increased need for control 

Behavioral Reactions 
-Social isolation -Increased alcohol/drug use 

-Restlessness, agitation -Inability to relax 

-Changes in activity level -Impaired work/school performance 





Cont- of Psychological Services : 

Coping Strategies 

Alternating physical exercise and relaxation, especially within 48 hours of the 
event, can decrease physical symptoms. 

Reach out and connect with others. Share experiences about how you learned 
about the event, how you feel now, and how your life may have changed. 

Express your feelings in verbal, written and artistic forms. 

Let yourself cry. 

Pray, meditate or attend religious services. 

If you are feeling down, try to plan an interesting activity every 
day, focus on a special event, and remember you have a future. 

Participate in community events to remember the victims (e.g. wear a yellow 
ribbon) or to help survivors (e.g. donate blood). 

If you have changes in appetite, try to eat regular, balanced meals. 

If you are experiencing sleep problems, keep regular bedtime hours; do something 
relaxing one-hour before bed. 

Take breaks from the media coverage of the events (e.g. turn off the television). 

If you are fearful, spend time with trusted friends and family members 

Try to get back to your normal routine. 

Generally, these symptoms diminish over time; however, if they persist or interfere 
with your daily functioning, it is helpful to talk to a counselor. For assistance, 
contact: Counseling and Psychological Services at Ext.

On a final note, another way to cope with crisis is to focus on what we can learn from the 
experience. The Chinese character for the word "crisis" is a combination of the word 
"danger" and "opportunity." While the danger of this crisis has certainly shaken our world, 
may we somehow find opportunities for growth from this experience.

a. First, every student must know what type of health insurance she carries. 
Many of you have a health plan through your parents, but you may not 
know the name of the plan, how to use the plan and what's covered. If you 
don't know this information, find out immediately. Call the insurance 
company, ask your parents or visit the Student Health Office. 

b. Make sure you carry the health insurance card with you at all times. You 
never know when you will need it. (Please note that you don't need proof of 
insurance to utilize either Doheny or Chalon Health Services.) 

c. When I am not here, you may also go to Chalon Health Services which is 
open M-F 8:00 a.m.- 4:30 p.m. If however you need an appointment with a 
physician or a nurse practitioner, these are scheduled on M-F in the 
afternoon only, usually between campuses for your transportation 
convenience. 

d. You may also see your own health care provider when the need arises.

^ "Rough Guide" to Fiber Fact 



Since March is "National Nutrition Month," I wanted to write this "Healthwatch 
Bulletin"on fiber, a dietary component that is essential to adults and children, but yet 
most of us don't get enough of it on a daily basis. According to the government's most 
recent National Food Consumption Survey, fiber intake is decreasing among adults and 
children in the U.S., while fat intake, more specifically saturated fats and cholesterol is on 
the rise. 

What is Fiber? 

Fiber or roughage is a substance that is made of cellulose, hemicellulose, lignin, pectin 
and gums. There are two categories of fiber: soluble and insoluble. Soluble fiber attracts 
water and turns to gel during the digestive process which slows down digestion and the 
rate nutrients are absorbed from the stomach and intestine. Insoluble fiber repels water 
and doesn't turn to gel during digestion. This helps to speed the passage of food through 
the stomach and intestine and gives bulk to the diet. Dietary fiber is found in plant foods. 
Fiber cannot be digested by human beings. It has no calories because the body cannot 
absorb it. 

Why is Fiber Necessary in One's Diet? 

Scientific studies show that soluble fiber as part of a low saturated fat and 

cholesterol diet can help lower blood cholesterol levels, especially the " bad" 

cholesterol - LDL (low-density lipoprotein). 

Insoluble fiber helps promote bowel regularity, and helps prevent constipation, a 

very common problem in adults and children. 

Many studies now suggest that insoluble fiber helps reduce the risk of certain 

cancers, including colon cancer. 

Studies also show that a high fiber diet helps reduce certain digestive disorders 

such as divertuculosis, diverticulitis, and irritable bowel syndrome. 

A diet high in fiber and low in fats has been shown to be beneficial in helping 

people lose weight faster since fiber helps to keep you feeling full longer. 

Australian researchers recently found that people that start their day with a high

fiber breakfast such as whole grain bread or cereal consumed fewer calories the 
rest of the day. 

Soluble Fiber: Gums, Pectins, and Beta Glucan 

Best Sources of Gums: vegetables such as cabbage and carrots, oats, beans, and 

peas. 

Best Sources of Pectins: fruits such as apricots, apples, plums (prunes), 

strawberries, blueberries, grapefruit, etc. 

Best Sources of Beta Blucan: oats and barley. 



Insoluble Fiber: Cellulose, Hemicellulose and Lignin 

Best Sources of Cellulose: whole wheat, bran, vegetables such as cabbage, 
broccoli, brussel sprouts, etc. 

Best Sources of Hemicellulose: whole grains and many fruits and vegetables. 
Best Sources of Lignin: bran and many fruits, especially strawberries, blueberries 
and pears, etc. 

How Much Fiber Do you Need Daily? 

The recommendation for adults and adolescents is 20-35 grams of fiber per 
day. 

The Bottom Line: 

Make sure you are eating a variety of fruits and vegetables daily, ideally at least 5 
or more servings are recommended. Make sure you add other high fiber foods in 
your diet such as beans, chick peas, lentils, whole wheat cereals and breads, bran, 
oats, and barley. In addition, make sure you are drinking plenty of fluid daily, at 
least 6-8 glasses/day. Keep in mind, however, that eating large amounts of fiber 
in a short period of time can cause bloating, gas, and abdominal cramps, so 
introduce new fiber foods slowly to your diet to avoid these possible side-effects.

This year the award is shared by Sister 
Judy and Dafer Dakhil. Mr. Dakhil is director of Community Development for the 
Omar Ibn Al Khattab Foundation. Many of you met him last fall when he 
organized the women's panel that came to speak during Muslim Awareness Week. 

Sister Judy is director of the Center for Urban Partnership. She is honored for bringing the 
culture of our communities onto campus via community partnerships and service learning 
opportunities. She is also honored for her empowering vision of how to develop cross- 
cultural leadership skills in Mount students through her work with the Urban Interns, 
Voces Latinas, Youth Summit on Peace and the Peace Makers Retreat. If you see her, 
(she's the one carrying the blue plaque around), you may want to give her a "Hooray for 
SJ" cheer. 
Where were you 1 years ago today? 

Today, April 29, 2002, is the tenth anniversary of Los Angeles burning in the wake 
of the Rodney King decision. It is a good time to reflect about what you were doing ten 
years ago today. Had you gone to work or school that day? Were you scared? What 
kinds of things did your family and friends say about what happened? Who was to blame 
for what? 

In the Korean American community, many still refer to what happened by the date 
name, sa-i-ku, or April 29, in much the same way we now refer to 9/1 1 . Korean 
Americans suffered a disproportionate share of the property damage, by some estimates 
50% of the total loss city-wide, and many were unable to reopen their businesses. 
The Center for Cultural Fluency was started in part as a response to Rodney 
King's question, "Can we all get along?" We know there is a lot of hard work 
yet to be done and that learning about others is one of the most important 
ways we can become leaders against prejudice and hatred.
